T is much to be wondered at, and more 

to be lamented, that in a country like 
this, where we poſſeſs the important 
right of freely canvaſſing all the meaſures of 
Government, we ſhould be ſo inattentive to 
that material branch of it, the adminiſtra- 
tion of the finances. It is in this depart- 
A 2 ment

ment our conſtitution is more liable to re- 
ceive a blow, than in any other, becauſe, it 
operates with ſccrecy and ſilence by means of 
corruption, whereas any open attack would 
be more likely to alarm us to a ſpeedy and 


ſucceſsful oppoſition. 


To prove this we need only revert to the 
immediate and ſteady reſiſtance made to ge- 
_ neral warrants, ſeizure of papers, &c. vwhile 
we tamely acquieſced in all the wild pro- 
jects of an unjuſt and impolitic war, which 
has burthened us with an hundred millions 
additional debt, one half of which was 
ſquandered in jobs, to procure the requiſite 


- conſents for tho expenditure of the other half. 


So different a conduct in the ſame people 


cannot be atiributed to any want of zeal, in 
ſupport of thoſe rights which their anceſtors 
have tranſmitted to them, but muſt be ac- 
counted for on this principle : That an open

violation of the perſonal ſecurity of an indi- 


vidual, is a matter which ſtrikes every un- 
derſtanding at once, and which nobody 
doubts his own competency to judge of; 
while our finances are commonly ſuppoſed 
to be ſo wrapt up in myſtery and endleſs 
detail, that few have the reſolution to at- 
tempt even the ſmalleſt acquaintance with 
them. Can we but once get the better of 
this prejudice, theſe good conſequences will 
ſpeedily follow. It will not be in the power 
of any ſelf-intereſted faction much to em- 
barraſs any Miniſter, whoſe conduct really 
merits the confidence of the Public; nor 


will it be poſſible for a corrupt or arbitrary 


Miniſter long to maintain himſelf in any 
dangerous degree of authority. An honeſt 
adminiſtrator of our finances will be encou- 
raged, by knowing his actions are obſerved 
and approved by his country; an ignorant, 


avaricious, ambitious, or careleſs one, will 


ſoon find himſelf controuled, and obliged to 


| | . deliver 
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„ 
deliver up his office into properer hands. 
Whenever this is effected, our national debt, 
frightful as its magnitude has become, will 
ceaſe to be deemed inſuperable. On the 


contrary, many perſons now living may rea- 


ſonably expect to ſee all the future increaſe | 
of it, which future wars can poſſibly bring 
on; or ſuch a diminution, as will, in ſpite 

of all probable events, admit of a gradual 


diminution of our annual burthens, as far as 
either. our intereſt or our ſecurity can poſſi- 


bly require. 


Theſe reflections ſuggeſted the idea of 
trying to give ſo clear and particular an ac- 
count of the preſent plan for reducing the 


public debts, as might be perfectly intelli- 


gible to thoſe who have no other know- 
ledge of computation, than what is ne- 
ceſſary in the daily occurrences of every 


family.

At the beginning of the year 1786, the 


amount of the public debts was about 240 


millions, of which about three-fourths bear 
an intereſt of only 3 per cent. It was pro- 
poſed by Mr. Pitt, that the ſum of one mil- 
lion per ann. ſhould be employed, not in 


paying off the creditors ſuch trifling pro- 


portions of their debts as that ſum would 
be equal to, that is about a penny in the 


pound, but in purchaſing for the public 


ſuch ſtock, at the market price, as any per- 
fon ſhould be found deſirous to part with. 
For this purpoſe it was directed, that the 
Treaſury ſhould iſſue to the Bank, againſt 


every day the transfer-office was open, an 


equal proportion of the half million, which 


is to be ſo employed in every half year. 


Some people, either through folly or 
wickedneſs, have moſt abſurdly held out, 


that it would at this rate require 240 years 
to pay off the preſent debt, in which time a

new one cf four or five times the ſame 
magnitude would be incurred. If ſuch non- 
ſenſe had any foundation, our fituation would 
be diſcouraging indeed; but we ſhall ſoon 
have a much pleaſanter proſpect to con- 


tem plate. 


That no confuſion may ariſe in the mind 
of the reader from the different intereſts 
which different ſtocks bear, and conſequently 
the prices which they bear in the market, 
we will begin by ſuppoſing all the money to 
be laid out in the 4 per cent. conſolidated 
annuities, of which near half the public 
debts conſiſt; the price of theſe have lately 
varied from 70 to 75 per cent. that is, 100l. 
of ſtock might be bought for 70 J. or 751. 
but that no ſuſpicion may ariſe of a more 
favourable account being made for the pub- 
lic, than the truth will warrant, we will 
ſuppoſe, that from Midſummer 1786, to
